DBA D PRINCE'S FUNERA L. 

The London correspondent ot' the 
Leeds Mercury writes: — Under the 
eyes of the Queen and all the Boyal 
Family of England, ay well as of the 
remaining members of the BONAPARTE 
family, and amid an outburst of lamen- 
tation, the genuineness of which none 
could doubt, the Prince IMPERIAL \va< 
born for the last time from the house 
in which his father died, and where he 
himself had spent so many years of 
not ignoble or unprofitable exile. 
Bravely the sun lighted up the gleam- 
ing ornaments of the cotlin; bravely too 
it glistened on the rich uniforms and 
decorations of the Princes who stood 
round about the bier; but no spectacu- 
lar glory could for a moment lessen the 
infinite sadness and pathos of the scene 
which visibly moved most of those who 
witnessed it. When laid on the- gun 
carriage the coffin was covered by the 
hands of our English Princes — the 
Duke of Cambridge taking the most 
active part — with an immense Union 
Jack; upon this was laid a faded velvet 
cushion covered with the Prince's 
decorations, his sword and helmet were 
placed beside the cushion, anil then 
sweet flowers, violets, and roses, were 
piled over all. One splendid wreath, 
so large that two soldiers had to carry 
it on the gun carriage, before an in- 
scription showing that it was the 
Queen's token of mourning for the 
Prince. All this while her Majesty 
stood motionless, the tears streaming 
from her eyes. When the cotlin had 
been covered with the Union .Jack 
which was to serve as pall, she walked 
slowly away to a small -wooden house 
which had been erected for her use. 
This little edifice wits draped in black, 
and was so placed that from the cur- 
tained windows tin.' occupant unseen 
hersslf, could command a full view not 
only of the marshalling of the proces- 
sion in the grounds of Camden House, 
but of the march across the Common 
to the church. So long as the funeral 
party remained in the grounds of the 
House, however, the Queen did not 
enter this little hut; she stood on the 
steps leading to it, watching everything 
with great attention. After the pro- 
cession had moved of!', she entered the 
hut and saw the party inovo across the 
Common. She then walked across to 
Camden House, anil remained for 
nearly half an hour in conversation 
witli the Empress.

pose the charge was met? By a para- 
graph in which everything save the 
main point was referred to ; but not a 
single word on the issue _ which 
ho professedly started out to discuss :

A CATTLE SHOW. 

If there is to be no exhibition of the 
products of tho soil in this district this 
year there should certainly be a show 
of stock. Within the past two or three 
years there has been a marked improve- 
ment in the live stock raised in the 
Province. Much care has been taken 
in tho importation of animals for breed- 
ing purposes, and excellent results are 
manifest. In horses and horned cattle 
there are to be seen here os fine speci- 
mens as any country can produce; and 
British Columbia is fast ceasing to lie 
dependent on Oregon and California 
for improved stock. In sheep the im- 
provement is as great as in cattle, and 
Cotswold, Southdown and Leicester 
are taking the places of the scraggy 
breeds that once occupied the past- 
ures of the Province. We believe 
that great good would result if the 
various breeds were exhibited in com- 
petition in this city some time during 
the approaching full. It will be too 
bad if the season is allowed to slip away 
unimproved while there are so many 
animals of which the producers may 
well lie proud within reach.

FUN AT OXFORD. 

British T7nd.orgrad.uate ae ?,

The special correspondent of the 
London Daily News says that the fact 
of Lieutenant Carey having been sent 
home together with the proceedings of 
the court-martial which tried him, ad- 
mits but of one construction. The 
presumption is that ho has been found 
guilty, and that Lord Chelmsford de- 
clines to exercise his powers in a mat- 
ter in which he has a deep personal in- 
terest. The impression prevails that 
Carey had been sentenced to be shot 
on the ground of cowardice and misbe- 
haviour in the presence of the enemy, 
and that Lord Chelmsford has not 
dared to execute the sentence, but has 
sent it and its victim home to England, 
to be dealt with as may seem good to 
the authorities. Colonel Forbes again 
points out that the design has all along 
existed of making a scapegoat of Lieu- 
tenant Carey in order to screen the 
faults of others, and that the charges 
on which he was tried had been framed 
with consummate ingenuity for this 
purpose. He dismisses the idea that 
the capital punishment will be carried 
out, but (he adds) this is not enough. 
Caro must be taken that his honour 
and his professional career are not 
needlessly sacrificed. It may be, as 
our correspondent suggests, that at a 
critical moment his nerve failed hitn, 
But an oflicer of the experience which 
the Duke of Cambridoe possesses can- 
not but know that a man's nerve may- 
fail him in war without justly subject- 
ing him to the imputation of cowardice. 
Even this is but a conjecture. If the 
accusation made against Lieutenant 
Carey, or implied in his conviction 
without being formally made, is simply 
that he did not sacrifice his life to that 
of the Prince Louis Napoleon — that 
he did not do more for him than for 
any r other of his comrades —that, he did 
not show a personal devotion which 
might have been chivalrous, but which 
certainly could not be demanded for 
him — his condemnation is iniquitous. 
If the evidence, when it is fully known, 
justifies the finding of the court-mar- 
tial, there will be no nioro to bo said. 

,i yaluaITle Oh'C AN. 
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Since the attention of the whole 
Dominion has been directed to the ne- 
glect of Nanaimo's interests, the local 
organ of the Government has discover- 
ed that there is such a place as Nanai- 
mo in existence. In yesterday's issue 
it gives a paragraph of about forty 
lines, in which tim City of Black Dia- 
monds, its representative and The Colo- 
nist are strangely mixed up. It dodges 
tho points at issue, however, and fails 
U> oxplain why 81500 was voted for 
Victoria City and not a penny for 
Nanaimo Town ; or why nearly a year 
has been allowed to elapse without an 
Assize Court having been held at Nan- 
aimo.

At this point, 
however, an adventurous undergnul in 
tho upper gallery set .the ball rolling 
with a call for "Three cheers for the 
ladies,'' which wero immediately given 
with much gusto, followed by great 
clapping of bands. This was . imme- 
diately succeeded by a demand for 
" Three cheers for Johnny Magrath," 
which were loudly given. "Three 
cheers for the ancient mariner,'' in re- 
ference to a caricature in Sliritnpton's 
window, did not seem to be compre- 
hended, but "Three groans for the 
Wadbam dons," was the signal for an 
uproarious expression of disapproval 
which continued for some minutes. In 
striking contrast was tho next call for 
" Three cheers for tho Queen," a de- 
mand which it is superfluous to say was 
immediately and enthusiastically re- 
sponded to. The organ hero struck up 
the Coronation March, in appropriate 
sequence to the last call. "Three 
cheers for the Balliol eight" were next I Record 
given, and were followed by the perti- 
nent query, "Are you in it ?" which 
provoked much laughter. Two or throe 
inarticulate ones were next, made, and 
greeted with the usual demand of

rity. Cheers for Mr. Buskin and

followed, and were succeeded in rapid 
succession by a call for "Three cheers 
for the ladies in the semi circle," which 
with those "for the ladies outside the 
semi circle,'' were appropriately given

significant hisses. "Three cheers for 
Mr. Christopher" were next demandei 
and given and were followed by a call 
for "Three cheers for the heavenly 
body, in reference to Professor Prit- 
chard, which provoked much laughter.

Roturaing from Afghanistan. 

The Peshawur correspondent of tho 
Times gives a melancholy account of 
General Browne's Division, the first, 
now returning from Gundamak. The 
war having concluded, it was necessary, 
"for financial and political reasons," 
to march back tho troops in the height 
of the hot season. They wero very 
weak, the 10th Hussars ami tho 4th 
Battalion of the Iliflle Brigade in par- 
ticular, from exposure, evenvork, and 
bad climate; and on the return inarch 
cholera find desentery "reappeared," so 
that the 1 1 li Hussars "reached Rawul 
Pindee in a state of great exhaustion," 
and "the loss of life which has marked 
the retirement has been very deplor- 
able." The lth Battalion Rifle Bri- 
gade has "finally succumbed to the 
hardships of the return march, ami will 
it is feared, reach its destination (Mur- 
rec) in a sadly shattered condition." 
The Slst Foot "suffered so much from 
the effects of tho first few weeks in the 
Khyber" — which has been ceded to us 
for ever — "that it was necessary to 
withdraw it almost to Rawul Pindee." 
The fatal arrangements for the return 
march were directed by telegram from 
Sinila^ — a cool and pleasing Capua, 8,000 
feot above the sea — and not left in any 
degree to the discretion of the Divis- 
ional Generals. Tho number of deaths 
is cautiously suppressed, but the Di- 
vision at Candahar has been ordered, 
"for sanitary reasons," to remain. The 
columns have lost -10,000 camels, a 
considerable proportion having, by 
mismanagement, perished of want. 
Even between Peshawur anil jumrood 
the skeletons lie heaped by the wayside.

MUNICIPAL BYLAW. 

A Bylaw to prohibit the predion of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
icithin the City of Victoria ; 

1. That such part of tnc City bounded 
on tho North by Johnson straot, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street, and on tho West by tho 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in tho Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plato of Roof , mid party Walk 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof. Hoofs shall be cov- 
ered with audi material as will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and the Walls shall 
bo so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Hoof must bo 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho caso of 
Gables tho Walls are to be carried up to 
tho full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within tho 
said Fire Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall he given 
if any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the size of • 
any Wooden Building within the Baid 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty- five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

(!. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured an to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by tiro to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thoroof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with tho 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings— Foundations 
to bo notless than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as the caso may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. 2'iro Stonj Building* — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick Walls— Ground 
tloor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first tloor not Iobs than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a line of not 
less than ton or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardens 
arc required to sec that the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870. ' 

Passed the Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
